LO Teu-ts'ai, deputy director of the Kwangtung Industry Office and a former 
Nationalist official, was executed at Hoyuan (11h-8, 23-2) allegedly on orders 
of Kwangtung governor YEH Chien-ying. 


CHIANG Bung-ying (°°. #1. ff ), aged 80, a Han Lin scholar of the Ching dynasty, 
was executed in Canton by the Communists because they considered him a, reaction- 


ary. He was compradore for the British-American Tobacco Company for many years 


and was given special treatment by the Japanese. He had assumed he would receive 
the same treatment from the Chinese Communists and for that reason did not flee 
to Hong Kong when the Communists took control of China. 


The Communists have imprisoned the internationally famous Thomas Chow, whose real 
name ig CHAO Min-heng, the former manager of Reuters and publisher and editor in 
chief of the Sin Wen Pao. . 


Other former Nationalists under surveillance in Kwangtung are Generals WU Ch'i- 
wei and LI Chieh-chih, former members of the Kwangtung provincial government and 
members of the same military clique as CHANG Fa-kuel; and Generals LIU and LIN 
T'ing-hua, former Nationalist army officers. 
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Comment. Further identification of some of these persons is as follows:
